relationship of the Torrance, 
Schools to the Los Angeles school 
system lias always been of such 
a nature that Ihe community of 
Torrance has been a substantial 
contributor of revenues largelj' in 
excess of those required locally 
for educational purposes.

"Rvcn In the Rvcnt ot sustained 
legal opinions that the adoption 
of a city cliartiM- would preclude 
the continued relationship of the 
schools In Torrance with the Los 
Angeles stihool system, such cessa­ 
tion would be effected through 
property valuation and pi-orated 
through assumption by Torrnnce of 
bonded Indebtedness .which could 
not be derogatory to the Los 
AngeloN system," the resolution de­ 
clared. This 'means that Torrance 
would not shirk its responsibili­ 
ties If and, when It became neces­ 
sary that the city schools would 
luivc to withdraw from the Los 
Angeles system.
